Dramatic Reseues Carried 
Out By French Farmers 


Yesterday was marked by two air 
disasters which took foll of at loast 35 lives. 
The worst crash occurred at Dallas airport 


where thirty persons

The aircraft involved was an Ameri- 
can Airlines passonger plane which was 
carrying 40 passengers and a crew of five.

Dallos, Texas, Nov. 29.— 
Thirty or more ‘persons were, 
killed todry when an American 
Alrlines passenger plane crashed 
and burir:d before dawn at Love 
Field, Dallas. 

Hospttal attendants said’ 14 
Persons of the 40 pussengers and 
a ocrew of Ave were being 
trented, 

The plane, a four engined 
NC-6, was en route from New 
York and Washington to Mexico 
City, 

American Airlines safd that 
the pilot feathered one engine, 
indicating that something wai 
wrong with it. But the plane 
was approaching the ficld in a 
routine manner before the 
crash. 

Fire engines and atnbulances 
screamed across the airfield to 
she binzing wreckage. Rescue 
crew akded injured = survivors.

EADACHE {8 probably the 

most common of human 
allments. Since the dawn of 
history, mantdnd has suffered 
from this discomfort and the 
chonces are that ft may be a 
long time before it will be 
completely banished. 


Modern research, however, 
has done ao great deal to give 
us an insight into the various 
typee of headache and, when 
they arc understood, much can 
be done to relieve them. 


New Type Headache 


Recently o new type of 
hendache, known as the hista- 
mine headache, haa been re- 
cognised, As a general rule, 
this headache comes on at night 
around one or two hours after 
its victim has fallen aslecp. 
Together with the headache, 
there may be watering and 
inflammation or congestion of 
the eyes and nose, ‘The pain 
Is severe and continuous and 
usually affects the terples, the 
neck, and face, Many tmes, 
the symptoms Inst only a short 
period of time, about an hour, 
and may bo relieved when the 
patient stands up’ er sits up. 
Between the headache attacks 
there are no symptorns, 


It seems quite certatn that 
such headaches oceur because 
an excessive amount of hista- 
mine Js formed in the body. A 
small amount: of his substance 
ja always present, even in 
normal people. In jpersons who 
are allergic to ¢sversensitive, 
excessive amoupts ‘of histamine 
may form in the,body during 
an allergic . attack.
